Tt is said that it was Josephine, the first 
wife of Napoleon Bonaparte, who first made 
shawls fashionable in Europe; her husband 
os her some fine specimens after his 

eqpedition to Egypt.

Napoleon were about to set off to the opera 
when General Rapp detained her a few 
ES to arrange the shaw! she was wear-

"The destiny of the life of Napoleon awaited 
upon the arrangement of that cashmere shawl, 
for, we are told, “the infernal machine ex- 
ploded in vain; a moment sooner or later 
und the shawl might have given another 
course to events which would have changed 
the whole face of Europe.” It is supposed 
that it was this event wh ch caused Josephine’s 
passion for shawls which she afterwards dis- 
played, for it is told she left no fewer than 
one hundred and fifty shawls, all extremely 
beautiful, which after her death wero sold 
very much below their value.

HERE would seem to be a general opinion 
that height is an attribute to be desired.

WATERFORD COUNTY 
INQUIRY. 
THE REDUCTION OF 
EXPENDITURE. 


The Local Government inquiry into the 
finances and administration of the Waterford 
County Council was concluded nowy | at 
Dungarvan by Mr. Conkling, Inapector of the 
AA) Government De mfút. : 

Mr. Nicholas Wall, a member oí Dail 
Eireann and Vice-Chairman of the Farmers’ 
Union, said that the object of the inquiry was 
to bring about a more economical working of 
the céunty. Some of the farmers had m 
no profits since 1921. The farmers would co- 
operate in any movement aimed at reducing 
expenditure. He advocated larger contro] for 
the County Council. He thought large bodies 
unwieldy, and believed that it would 
better if the powers were delegated to a 
good Commmittée of small dimensions. He 
thought that it would be a good plan to 
have a Commissioner appointed to administer 
the county for one year. Then the bodies 
we in after would have a headline to go 
by. At present all seemed to be confusion ; 
they did not know where they were. 

Asked had he any suggestions to make as to 
how the rates could be kept down, he said 
that the County Council should take into 
consideration the capacity of the people to 
pay. He did not think that they were at 
the moment in a position to continue the ex- 
penditure with regard to the roads. All the 
expenses were mainly incurred on the main 
roads, which were used incipally by 
motorists and motor lorries, but it was the 
farmers who used the by-roads, and thére was 
very little exnended on them. 

Mr. O'’Cannor—Would you suggest there 
ought be some kind of control by a central 
authority? Yes. I think there should be 
some controlling power. 

Other witnesses having been examined, 

Mr., O'Sullivan, Secretary, County Council, 
stated that the gross total expenditure in the 
county was £168,000. and to this would be 
added grants of £34,000. 

Mr. ‘Keunedy, Clerk to the Committee in 
Waterford, in the course of his evidence, 
stated that there was £900 due in rents of 
labourers’ cottages, and he did not see any 
hope of it being collected.

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COSTLY HOUSING SCHEMES. 


The affairs of the Ennis Urban Council and 
the Tulla District Council were inquired into 
at a Local Government inquiry at yes- 
terday.

‘aptain J. D. Moloney, a member of the 
Council, said that the cottages were a terrible 
drain on the ratepayers’ funds. It was the 
feeling of the MA ACH of the Council that 
some system of legislation should be enacted 
to make the occupants owners of the cottagés, 
and thereby relieve the rates. Keeping the 
hoses in repair cóat much mote than what 
was received by way of rent, because tenants 
were not careful.

LARGEST ARCH IN THE 
WORLD. 


44 


Messrs. Dorman, Long and Co., Ltd., whose 
tender to build for £4,217,721 the new bridge 
across Sydney Harbour has been accepted by 
the New South Wales Government, have 
issued some particulars of the bridge. 

It will cross the harbour in one span at a 
height sufficient to allow the passage of the 
largest liners. It will carry four railway 
tracks as well as an 80ít. width of roads and 
10ot ways. 

The accepted tender—one of seven sub- 
mitted by the company—is that for an arch 
bridge, whose principal opening is a single 
arch of 1,650ft. span, with heavy decorative 
granite abutment towers. 

The total length of the arch and of the ap- 
proach spang will be 3,770ft., and the head- 
room for vessels passing in or out of the har- 
bour will be 170ft. at high water. The height 
to the top of the arch will be 450ft. This will 
constitute by far the largest arch bridge in 
the world, the nearest to it having a span oí 
about. 1,000ft. 

The unusually heavy rail and roadway ac- 
commodation necessitates a total width of 
bridge of 150ft. The main span is, therefore, 
of extraordinarily massive dimensions, and it 
is believed that it will, in fact, be the heaviest 
single span-in the world. 

While the specification requires that certain 
of the lighter material should be of Aus- 
tralian origin, the greater part of the heavy 
steel’ plates will be manufactured in the Mid- 
dlesbrough works of the company. 

35,000 tons of steel will be required for the 
work. 

The next. lowest tender for a bridge of ihe 
same type was that of Sir William Arrol at 
£4 645,351. The New South Wales Govern- 
ment adopted the recommendation of Mr. 
Bradfield, the Govenment engineer, which 
was endorsed by Mr. Ball, Minister of Works. 
The price is £100,000 below Mr. Bradfield’s 
original estimate and considerably below the 


£6,325,100, including land resumptions, 
The hightest tender was £10,000,000.

CEMENT CENTENARY. 
A GREAT INVENTION. 


During his presidential address before the 
British Institution of Structural Engineers, 
Major James Petrie, O.B.E., made extended 
reference to the centenary of the invention 
of Portland cement, which falls this year. As 
far back as 1756 Smeaton was the first to 
demonstrate the value of clay in hydraulic 
limes or cements. He was then seeking the 
most suitable material with which to con- 
struct the masonry of the Eddystone Light- 
house. It was, however, some thirty years 
later that he first published, in his narrative

_ of his experiments and experiences, in which 
i he showed the excellent properties of clunch- 
lime, obtained near Lewes, in Suesex. He 
proved that the value of the lime for water 
mortar did not depend upon either hardness 
or colour, but was due to the presence of about 
three-sixteenths of its weight of a yellow clay 
with a small quanitity of crystalline sand. 

But it was in 1824 that Joseph Aspdin, a 
bricklayer of Leeds, was granted a patent for 
“ An improvement in the modes of producing 
an ‘ artificial stone.”’’ He applied the name 
“Portland” to the cement owing to its 
similarity, when set, to the building stone 
quarried at Portland. Briefly, his method 
consisted of calcining limestone and mixing 
it with argillaceous earth or clay. This 
was mixed with water to a state approaching 
impalpability, and then evaporated until quite 
dry. The residue was broken down into 
suitable-sized lumps, and calcined until all 
carbonic acid gas was expelled. e material 
was then ground to a fine powder, when it 
was ready for mixing with water for appli- 
cation in any desired manner. 

One of the important points was the recog- 
nition of the need for mixing his raw materials 
“to a state approaching impalpability."” This 
cement he proceeeded to produce in the first 
fatory at Wakefield. which, however, was 
destroyed during the construction of the 
Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway, and 
substituted by a new works near by in Ings 
road, which worke still exists, and was, until 
recently, working. After Aspdin’s death in 
1855 his two sons carried on his work, one, 
James, continuing the works at Wakefield, 
while the other, William, started works at 
Northfleet. 

Little could these early workers dream of

Mr. Lloyd George’s statement that the 
United States got most out of the war 
because she got prohibition is rather sm 
prising, inasmuch as he is usually regarded 
as a very wide-awake person. First and 
foremost, the United States secured her 
own self-respect as a result of taking her 
place with the Allies. Those who happened 
to be in the United States prior to her 
entry into the war know that, to all seli- 
respecting citizens, her aloofness from tho 
war was like a nightmare. Prohibition is 
interesting, but Mr. Lloyd George must 
know, just as well as other people, that 
it has engendered more contempt of the 
law, hypocrisy and fanaticism than ever 
the liquor traffic evolved. Worst of all, 
it has taught the young people of the 
States to take to drinking-spirits as an 
act of bravado.

President Coolidge has ordered the Depart- 
ment of Justice to take immediate steps 
towards the prosecution of two Congressmen 
who are accused of selling pardons, parolés, 
and clemency to Federal State prisoners. 

The action is announced by Mr. Bascomb 
Slemp, the President’s Private Secretary, who 

uotes the President as having ordered all 
the facts to be put before a grand jury. 

President Coolidge is understood to be act- 
ing without knowing the names of the accused 
Congressmen, the position he has taken up 
being that the prosecutions are necessary, re- 
gardless of whatever personalities are involved. 

The chief United States Prosecutor, 
Attorney Grim, who possesses all the facts as 

roduced before the Chicago jury in the 
‘orbes Veteran Bureau case, says that he is 
ready to produce the necessary evidence. 
Meantime the names of the Congressmen con- 
cerned are being shielded by him. 

Before President Coolidge took action in the 
matter, Representative Garrett introduced into 
the House a resolution for an investigation of 
certain reports that two Congressmen had 
taken a $50,000 bribe for obtaining pardons 
of convicted criminals. The resolution was

At an important meeting this morning of 
the Conference of Ambassadors, at which 
.Marshal Foch was present, the terms of the 
reply to the German Note of January 9, rela- 
tive to the control of armaments, was dis- 
cussed. Unanimity was obtained after slight 
modifications of the text, and a new Note 
will be sent to Berlin, probably to-morrow.

Macdonald, in a memorandum addressed to 
the Conference of Ambassadors on February 

" that, after an inventory of Ger- 
many s present armaments, a Committee of 
Guarantee, analogous to those controlling 

German naval and air services, should be 
substituted for the existing Commissions of 
Control. 

This memorandum was sent by the Con- 
ference of Ambassadors to the Inter-Allied 
Military Committee of Versailles for exami- 
nation. 

This morning the latter body presented its 
conclusions. The terms of\the new Note to 
Germany have not yet been made ‘public, 
but I have reason to believe that Mr. 
Macdonald’s memorandum has served as its 
basis. and that a Commit of Guarantees 
supervising German armagfents will shortly 
be established in Berlin. 

PARIS, Wednesday. 

The Conference of Ambassadors offer Ger- 
many an evolutionary process of control in 
three stages :'— 

1.—Germany shall facilitate a general stock- 

taking of armaments as they exist to- 
day, by the Control Commission. 
2.—Upon the completion of the stock- 
taking the Control Commission's func- 
tions shall be limited to supervising the 
execution of the five essential points 
notified to Germany by the Conference 
of Ambassadors in September, 1922. 
3.—When the Control Commission is satis- 
fied that the five points have been 
completely executed, the @ontrol Com- 
mission shall be abolished, and shall be 
replaced by another Allied Committee 
of Guarantees, whose members and 
functions will be more restricted than 
those of the Control Commission, and 
which will be kept up at the Allies’ ex- 
pense, not at the expense of Germany. 

Ultimately, the Committee of Guarantees 
could be superseded by the League of Nations. 
It will be recalled that the five points noti- 
fied to Germany in 1922 are :-— 

1.—The reorganisation of the police. 

2.—The transformation of factories. 

3.—The surrender of the remaining pro- 

hibited material. 

4.—The delivery of statistics regarding the 

German military effectives, and the pro- 
duction of war material Vefore, during 
and after the war. 

5—The enactment of legislation prohibiting 

the exportation and importation of war 
materials, and harmonising recruiting 
and the organisation of the Army with 
the stipulations of the Peace Treaty. 

The Note declares that, if Germany does 
not accept this offer, the Allies will insist on 
all the rights which they enjoy under the 
Treaty.

NEW DISCOVERIES IN 
PROVENCE. 

PARIS, March 5. 
At St. Remy, near the Grand Temple, a 
colonnade built round the four sides of a 
square has been discovered, the pillars being 
of the Doric type.

been found in Roman Gaul. 
The temple brought to light a short time 
ago near Orange appears to have been built 
in the reign of Augustus. It measures 72 
feet across. The upper cornice is decorated 
with lions’ heads, forming gargoyles. ~ The 
columns are 50 feet high and 5 feet in 
diameter.

DEPUTATION TO -COMMERCE 


MINISTER. 


The Minister of Industry and Commerce 
received yesterday in the Government Offices 
a deputation representing unemployed workers 
in Dublin. The deputation put forward a 
number of proposals for the relief of unem- 
ployment, some of which, as the Mimeter 
pointed out, the Government is endeavouring 
to put into dperation. The Minister referred 
to the refusal of the first instalment of a large 
gratit for the provision of work on the roads, 
and to the fact that work' ts available for con- 
siderable mumbers: of men in the shipyards; 
which has been refused under{the conditions 
rendered necessary by competifion in the in- 
dustry A : 

The deputation “complained of the cost of 
living. and ws informed by the Minister that 
legislation on. this matter. could be expected 
at an early date. ; 

Among .the. su éstions made “were: the 
setting up: of kitchens in schools to provide 
meals for school children and the free dis- 
tribution of milk to necessitous mothers. The 
Minister pointed out that these are suggestions 
of a kind which should: originate- with the 
local authority. ) 

On the whole question of unemployment the 
Minister stated that the Govérmment was 
fully aware of the urgency of the prob!em, and 
was considering every form of relief that was 
consistent with the resources of the country 
and its financial stability. He pointed out 
that any improvident measures would defeat 
theiz own object, and recommended that where 
work was offered on terms comparing fa¥our- 
ably with the terms under which large num- 
bers of other workers are at present employed, 
it should not be rejected, pending improve- 
ments to be expected in the condition of trade 


and industry. ' 
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“ECONOMY IN INDIA. 


ARMY REORGANISATION, 


DELHI, Wednesday. 

The Commander-in-Chief, in his speech in 
the Legislative Assembly ón the Indian Army, 
referred to the difficulty_of carrying out the 
reduction in personnel and the consequential 
re-adjustments of reorganisation... He stated 
that 18,000 British and 20,000 Indian soldiers 
had been “‘ retrenched,’’ and that the total 
strength of combatant arma was now 200,000. 
He forecasted further possible economies, par- 
ticularly in regard to military works after the 
barracks for the Indian troops. had been com- 
ple ted. 

He declared that he was ‘satisfied after in- 
spections with the standard of efficiency and 
the training and moral of the post-war 
Army.—(Reuter. )

FILM, .CENSORSHIP... 
STATEMENT BY MINISTER. 


The Minister for Home Affairs obtained 
leave to make a statement on the film censor- 
ship position. He said that as the Theatre | 
re Cinema Association (Ireland) and the 
Kinematograph Renters’ Society of Great 
Britain and Ireland, Limited, had recently 
endeavoured by a carefuly-prepared and ex- 
hensive ,publicity campaign to create the im- 

ression in the public mind “that they had 

badly treated ‘in the matter of the 
arrangements made for the censoring of films 
under the Censorship of Films Act, 1923; he 
thought it right to give the fullest possible 
information on the matter. 

The Censorship of Films Act wag ‘passed 
asa social measure in response to a very 
definite public demand. In view of the 
finarcial burdens of the State it was taken 
as dxiomatic that the cost. of censorship 
should not be borne out of public funds. 

Before the bill. became law, in June last, 
oth renters and exhibitors had sent deputa- 
tions to the Department to éonvey their ap- 
prehension that the cost of censorship, if 
to be borne by: the trade, would be a prohi- 
bitive burden. . The.renters. when asked 
for an estimate of the footage per week gave, 
estimates varying from 150, feet per week 
to 400,000. The exhibitors, on the other 
hand, ridiculed this estimate, and expressed 
the opinion. that 50,000 feet per week would 
be nearer the mark, In view of the fact 
that renters and exhibitors could not agree 
as to the quantity of film. which would 
ager rn et ee § Me was a one matter 

estimete what fee wonld — be uired- 
The exhibitors thought that it would bile, 
- to charge between jd. and ld. per foot, 
and that that rate ‘would be too great a 
burden. ‘They added that if the fees could be 
restricted to a farthing per foot their opposi- 
tion would cease, and when ‘they were in- 
formed that it was hoped to pay the expenses 
of censorship with a fee of one-fifth of a penn 

r foot they appeared to be quite satisfied, 

ut still sceptical as to the possibility. Both 
renters and exhibitors at these interviews re- 
presented that it would be a great facility to 
the ‘trade if films could be censored in bond, 
so that import duty would not have to be paid 


on films age by the Censor. As a result 
of all this the Department felt that their head- 
line should be a fee of one-fifth of a penny 
per foot, and facilities for censoring in bond, 
if that course proved to be practicubie. 


AN OFFER. 


It was in this atmosphere that the Depart- 
ment met Messrs. McConnell, Hariley, Ltd., 
in July to consider an offer made by them to 
provide facilities for censorship. They ex- 
“reaggpe: that they proposed to set up a bonded 

lm store in premises known as the Dame 
street Picture House, and that they were in 
communication with the Revenue Commis- 
sioners. They inquired. whether; if they suc- 
ceeded in obtaining. the. yal of. the Re- 
venue Commissioners, the rtment would 
be prepared to consider utilising the premises 
for eensership. , The answer ~ ot was.that 
if they secured the approval of the Revenue 
Commissioners as a bonded store, a concrete 
proposal. from them ás to facilities for censor- 
ship would be considered. | : 

In giving this answer, the Department, 
mindful of the meqetien of the kinema trade 
that censoring in bond would be welcomed, 
felt, that if the Revenue Commissioners passed 
the premises 4s bonded stores, it was a practi- 
cal proposition to consider the using of the 
premises for censorship also, provided agree- 
ment could be reached as to terms. 

Provisional approval for a bonded film ware- 
house. having been given to the Dame street 

remises, terms were submitted by Mr. 
McConnell’s firm for the use of the Dame 
street house ‘and rejected by the Department. 
Af offer of 10s. flat per 1,000 feet: (lesser 
lais to be charged pro rota) was favour- 
ably considered and. accepted for one year, 
subject to the plans of the proposed premises 
meeting with the Department 's approval. 

That ended the matter, and it was only a 
question. of awaiting the eompletion of the 
premises for the censorship ‘to begin. | The 
arrangemefits made ensured that the total cost 
of censorship could he kept down to one-fifth 
of a penny per foot of film censored, and even 
one-tenth of a penny per foot in cases of 
topical, travel, intérest and educational films. 

In view of the sceptical and pessimistic at- 
titude of the trade as to cost and their 
desire that censorship in -bond should 
be. -pogsible, the. Department felt . that 
in ell the circumstances a business: 
like transaction been made, and 
as the contract was limited to a year, #0 
that at the end of that time benefit could be 
taken of experience gained, no apprehension 
was felt that there could be. any serious dis- 
satisfaction among the members-of the kinema 
trade. It was also felt that, in view of the 
structural alterations made by the proprietors 
of the Dame Street Pictuge House, a year was 
not an unduly long time for the contract. . 

It always had been intended, ‘and was ‘still 
intended, to make other arrangements if, ex- 
perience showed that the censorship could be 
carried out at less expense. No profit for the 
State could. be made under the terms of the 
Act, and there was no intention to pay out. 
side firms a higher price than was necessary 
for services ered. The pessimistic attitude. 
of the.trade about the censorship had pre- 
claded the Department from thinking that the 
trade themselves might possibly be prepared 
to set up a bonded store, with censorship 
facilities, at a lower cost than that obtairied 
from the Dame Street Picture House pro- 
prietors. He had.no responsibility with re- 
gard tothe charges for bonding. |

EXEMPTION OF WOMEN ON

The Minister for Home Affairs moved the 
second stage of the Juries (Amendment) Bill. 
He detailed the existing statutory ition 
with regard to the preparation of lists of 
jurors. The existing system, he said, was 
in itself satisfactory, and there would be no 
reason to interfere with it but for the fact 
am it ran side by side with the system, for

The electors’ lists included the name of 
almost every juror, and it occurred to the 
Ministries concerned that one list. would 
suffice—the electors list, 
marked on it as to whether persons 
therein were special jurors, ord 
or not jurors at all.

Mr. Johnson+His or her.’ Continuing, he 
said ‘it released women from their responsi- 
bility as citizens, and he would be very sur- 
prised if women, who had actively promoted 
an agitation for rights as citizens, would got 
equally oppose any suggestion that tite 
should be released from responsibility. He 
was not in favour of giving special privileges 
to one sex. 


POSITION OF NURSES, 


Sir James Craig called attention to the 
position of nurses serving as jurors. He did 
not think that anyone would say that nurses 
should serve on juries. Under Section 3, 
nurses were to be relieved of such service by 
sending a letter asking that their names 
should be removed ‘from the jurors’ lists, 
He would have preferred that.murses. gho 
be treated in the same way as the Other 
professions, which were not asked to serve as 
jurors. It was only fair to give women a 
chance of not serving on juries if they did 
not wish to do so. No University elector 
wished to evade the duty placed on him, as a 
citizen, of serving on a jury. 

Mr. Hewat said that it was rather a dread- 
ful ordeal for some women to be called on to 
go to a crowded court to act as jurors, and 
he thought that they should have the oppor- 


tunity of not doing what would be repugnant 


to many of them. 

The Minister for Home Affaiis said he would 
like to be shown the loop-hole by which men 
and women, as Deputy Johnson stated, could 
evade their duty 

Dealing with the point raised by Sir James 
Craig, he said that was a matter that could 
be dealt with later, when a more compre- 
hensige measure would be introduced after 
the passing of the Courts of Justice Bill.

The Postmaster-General- moved the follow- 
ing motion:—‘‘ That it be an. instruction to 
the Special Committee on Wireless Broad- 
casting that the Press be admitted to future 
sittings of the Committee.” He said that 
they had already silenced public clamour to 
a large extent by deciding to publish the 
evidence given before this Committee up to 
a certain point. He thought that decision was 
all to the good, and he believed it would dis- 
illusion many people with regard to their con- 
clusions in the matter. 

While the majority of people conceded to 
men holding responsible positions and honest 
motives, still he might say that there was a 
smal] and active element which seemed to 
thrive on the prospect of a little scandal. 
Their failure to admit the Press on the ocea- 
sion of the sittings of the Committee was 
rather an incentive to people of that turn of 
mind; while the more decent element of the 
community had been aroused to the import- 
ance of broadcasting, and were anxious to 
know what was being done, and what the 
immediate future of broadcasting was likely 
to be. One could scarcely blame those people 
if they expressed a natural desire to follow 
the fortunes of the discussion, and he thought 
that they were entitled to it. 

He did not ‘know if anybody desired to de- 
prive them 6f the luxury of reading these 
matter-of-fact reports, “but he thought that it 
was the Dail’s duty to facilitate them in this.

SEVERAL MEN CONVICTED. 


Before. Mr. Justice Pim and a jury, in the 
Green street Courthouse yesterday, Hugh 
Donegan, Joseph Hanlon, and Samuel Done- 
gan were charged with having, on 15th Decem- 
ber, 1921, while armed with revolvers, 
assaulted William Graham and taken from him 
a sum of £12. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C. (instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) 
prosecuted. The accused were not profes- 
sionally represented. 

Mr. Carrigan said that the accused were 
labourers and hawkers, of Letterkenny ,and 
on the night in question they went to Mr. 
Graham’s Roube and stole property. 

William Graham, an. elderly man, stated 
that he was awakened by knocking at the 
door and the firing of shots. He opened 
thesdoor and about six men rushed in with 
flash lamps and caught him by the neck. 
He thought that one of the men had a re- 
volver, He and his daughter and another 
girl were put into a room. They took £12 
and a revolver, his property. He identified 
Hugh Donegan. 

‘Mathew Graham, son of the previous wit- 
ness, said that the men stated they were 
were I.R.A. looking for guns and ammuni- 
tion. They brought him out of the house, 
put him up against a wall, and threatened to 
shoot him. “He identified Hugh Donegan. 

Maggie Clafferty, a domestic servant of 
Grahams, who identified Donegan, and Eliza- 
beth Graham identified the three prisoners. 

There being some question as to the identifi- 
cation of the prisoners, Mr. Carrigan asked 
leave to call witnesses, although they were 
in other cases, to identify accused generally. 

Mathew Patterson, a farmer, living some 
miles from Mr. Graham, deposed to a raid 
on his house on the night in question. He 
identified Hugh Donegan and Joseph Hanlon. 

Alexander Carlin, farmer, of the same dis- 
trict, said his house was visited the same 
night, and to the best of his belief, Donegan 
was one of the men. 

Cassie Magee identified Hanlon and Hugh 
Donegan as raiders in another house. 

The prisoners were convicted, and sentence 
was deferred. 

Another branch of the case was then taken, 
when Huch Donegan, Joseph Hanlon, and 
Frank Doherty were charged with having, on 
1th December. 1921. while armed, assaulted 
Alexander Carlin, a farmer, residing 7 miles 
from Letterkenny, and stolen £7 from him. 

The jury found the prisoners guilty. 

Joseph Hanlon, one of the men who ap- 
peared in the two previous cases, was again 
pat forward with George Doherty, and both 
were charged with having made an armed 

raid on another house in the same district 
sone stolen a bottle of whiskey. 

The jury found George Doherty guilty. 
They disagreed in the case of Joseph Hanlon. 
Both men were put back.
